CONQUERING THE BOLL WEEVIL 


Barring an unit 
fight with 


the boll weevil, Comnnehe County has 


the promise of it splendid cotton yield 
this year, and no effort abould be omit­ 
ted to cut short the ravages of this 
peat which is now beginning to nppcur. 
W© are reproducing below an article 
appearing In the Dallas News of Sun­ 
day, July 9, which we believe will be 
of interest and benefit to our farmers. 
In addition to this article we are also 
printing a letter from Mr. ft. D. D rake, 
of Tolar, which will Ik* aelfexplana* 
tory, and which bears on the same sub­ 
ject. 
We are indebted to Mr. II. L.
